For purposes of this Chapter 32, the following words have the following meanings:

“Commercial Business™ means a firm, partnership, proprietorship, joint-stock company, corporation, or association, whether for-profit o
multifamily residential dwelling that consists of five or more units.

“Commercial Edible Food Generator™ means an entity other than a Food Recovery Organization or Food Recovery Service, and that is c
Commercial Edible Food Generator, that:

{(a) Disposes of Edible Food in the course of the entity’s operation of a Commercial Business;
(b} Disposes of Edible Food in the course of the entity’s operation of a Large Venue or Large Event, either directly or indirectly throu

{(c) Arranges for the recovery of Edible Food that would otherwise be disposed of in the course of the entity’s operation of a Commer
